Philadelphia, June 8.—Judge 
Buffington, in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, ordered 
dismissal of the suit for dam- 
ages by William P. Deppe and 
Deppe Motors Corporation against 
General Motors Corporation for 
alleged infringement of patents 
for internal combustion engines 
and the method of preparing ex- 
plosive fuel mixture. 

The decision reverses the findings 
of Judge Runyon, in United States 
District Court of New Jersey, who 
held the General Motors Corpora- 
tion had infringed on Deppe 
patents. 

The decision is of far-reaching 
importance, as it was understood 
Deppe, if successful in his action 
against General Motors, would bring 
suit against other automobile man- 
ufacturers. It is considered prob- 
able the case will be appealed to 
the Supreme Court.

How to give one without producing the 
other has so far proved a difficult matter, 

We do not know that even with present lighting equip- 
ment fairly satisfactory results may be obtained, if the in- 
stallation and adjustment are properly carried out. Trouble 
has resulted in the past from installation of lighting equip- 
ment that did not stay in proper functioning condition. In 
some cases the equipment was so cheap and flimsy that it 
almost automatically got out of kilter. Another source of 
trouble was the general tendency of motor vehicle owners 
to pay no attention to adjustment and simply leave their 
lighting apparatus to take care of itself. The equipment 
quickly got out of focus and poor lighting was the result. 

At the recent meeting of the National Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce a fund was voted to support research work 
in the lighting field by the Society of Automotive Engineers 
and by the Bureau of Standards in Washington. With these 
two agencies at work we may hope for real progress in this

The recent market sur- 
vey by the Automotive 
Equipment Association for 
the year 1926 reveals the 
quite interesting fact that 
of all models and makes 
of passenger cars in this 
eountry only 32 per cent. 
were equipped with some 
form of a stop signal. 

There was a time when 
. dozens of stop signals 
made their appearance on 
the market and there was 
quite a sale, but the de- 
mand fell off and the 
dealers didn’t push sales. 

One of the reasons was 
that too many low-priced 
signals made their appear- 
ance on the market. These 
sold on price and not on 
the service the stoplight 
signal is supposed to ren- 
der. Many of the designs 
went out of commission 
after a few weeks of ser- 
vice. Bulbs would break 
because the mounting was 
flimsy. Bulbs would fail 
to stay lighted because of|c 
cheap and poorly insulat- 
ed cables. And the switch 
er contact-making unit 
was not weather proof, 
and, in many instances, | 
poorly designed and poor 
material employed. 

As aresult these types of | 
signals just didn’t signal 
and. the owner got tired of |
